Trustees of the Porterville Union High School and College dis- 
trict have adopted, with modifications, a master plan proposed by the 
Bakersfield architectural firm of Eddy and Deasy, and have decided 
it will be used as the basis for development of both high school and 
college facilities to meet needs expected to develop during the next 


five to ten years. 


The proposed plan also has been, 
accepted by a citizens’ committee | 


studying school needs as the basis 


for supporting a $1,750,000 bond! 


issue proposal which will be plac- 
ed before the voters on May 25. 

Both Herman Matzke, chairman 
of: the school board, and John 
Guthrie, citizens’ committee chair- 
man, said ‘they were anxiou3 for 
voters in the district to become 
familiar with all phases of the 
master plan, as finally adopted. 
Cemplete copies of the plan are 
available for inspection at the dis- 
trict office, 735 West Olive Street. 

Preparation of the master plan 
was authorized by the board in 
the summer of 1955. The problem 
facing the district resulted from a 
remarkable growth in total at- 
tendance during the decade fol- 
lowing 1945, and through loss of 
a valuable part of its classroom 
facilities as a result of the 1952 
earthquake disaster.

The report continued with the 
statement that ‘‘the high school 
has benefitted from the move of 
the college to its own campus, as 
a critical classroom shortage has 
been somewhat eased. The high 
school, however, suffered heavily 
through the loss of its main build- 
ing through earthquake damage. 
While classes are being satisfac- 
torily conducted in temporary 
buildings” , the report found, 
| “these cannot be considered a per- 
manent solution, and sooner or 
| later ‘steps must be taken to house 
| all classes in proper quarters.” 

The preliminary findings of the 
'master plan report concluded that 
“the district has the nucleus of a 
good college at the new site, but 
a great deal of work must be done 
at the high school to take care of 
the enrollment increase of the 
past decade, rehabilitate or re- 
place the old non-conforming 
structures, and eventually replace 
the temporary buildings.”
